DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-36 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Verderamo(US Pat. No: 
6,230,145) in view of ChargebackPrevention.com and further in view of strategis.gc.ca(1996). 

4. As per claims 1-36 Verderamo teaches a method for providing bank transaction 
data(Abstract)(Fig 1/12) including charge back information(col 1 lines 20-25). Verderamo teaches 
selecting the accountto be viewed(Fig 1/12) and creating the report(Fig 1/14) as well as the PIN 
coce of the contact person(Fig 2) and the bank account number(Fig 2/22). Verderamo also 
teaches recording enrollment information(Fig 4/30) and downloading the personal security 
certificate(Fig 5/40). Additionally, Verderamo teaches downloading a personal certificate for 
access(Fig 6) and searchingby merchant number or client number(Fig 8/70). Verderamo teaches 
for a given client corporation or owner, studying chargebacks(Fig 10/96) and a chargeback 
list(Figl0/l 12) and chargeback statistics(Fig 10/1 14) and a customer chargeback detail(Fig 

10/1 16). Verderamo also teaches studying detail for given bank account numbers and ABA 
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numbers of transaction data.(Fig 1 1) as well as viewing accounts and financial summaries and 
details(Fig 12).Verderamo also teaches studying transaction details over a period(Fig 16) as 
wellas specific delineations by dates and transfer amounts(Fig 13)(Fig 15).Verderamo teaches 
service charges and assessments on credit cards(Fig 14) as well as credits in periods of time(Fig 
21) as well as chargeback status(Fig 34/366) and handling fees and authorization fees(Fig 
33A).Verderamo also teaches chargeback RS numbers(Fig 35) and chargeback entry modes(Fig 
36/380) as well as reversals and chargeback histores and statistics(Fig 38). Verderamo also 
teaches studying chargeback details(Fig 39/412) and outstanding chargebacks(Fig 42). 
Verderamo also teaches chargeback amounts and reasons(Fig 41). ChargebackPrevention.com 
teaches a method for reducing bank service charges(page 1). Strategis.gc.ca teaches a method for 
saving money on service charges(Page 2/A) and getting value for the service fees(Page 2/B).It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Verderamo in view of Chargeback and further in view of Strategis to teach the applicant's 
invention. The motivation to combine Verderamo in view of Chargeback is to teach a method of 
analyzing bank transaction data and charges in order to minimize costs on service charges. The 
motivation to combine Verderamo in view of Chargeback and further in view of Strategis is to 
teach a method of studying bank service charges and produce value for the service fees charged 
as enunicated by Strategis(Page 2).
